The compounds claimed 

contain a 2-urea-5-phenyl-thiazole ring which does not 

define a contribution over the prior art. See, for 

example, the compound of CA Registry Number 232595-80-1 

in CA 131:116229, 1999. The substituents on the 2- 

urea-5-phenyl-thiazole ring vary extensively and when 

taken as a whole result in vastly different compounds.
